Time For Alberta 


CALGARY, Nov. 18—(CP)—If 
the Dominion government does not 
restore standard time by the end 
of the year the Alberta Associa- 
tion of Municipal Districts will ask 
the provincial government to put 
Alberta on Pacific time. This deci- 
sion was made at the final session 
of the association's convention here 
yesterday afternoon.

Manpower in Canada is as well organized as in 
any Allied nation, Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, Domin- 
ion minister of labor, said in an interview here. He 
is touring Western Canada, and while here he will 
address a meeting of the Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce.

He has 
suggested that if all those interested cannot reach 
an agreement as to what should be done, that an 
independent tribunal should be set up to settle the 
dispute. 

The CCF Party attitude on the conscription 
crisis will be decided by information revealed dur- 
ing the coming session of Parliament, which opens 
at Ottawa on Novy M. J. Coldwell, national lead- 
er of the CCF, said at a public meeting at the Em- 
pire theatre. 

A somewhat similar statement was made here 
by Mrs. Cora T. Casselman, MP for East Edmonton, 
who is leaving on Saturday for Ottawa where she 
will attend the special session. Summing up her 
position she said that “When all the facts and ar- 
guments are put before us, I shall stand by what- 
ever gives promise of maximum support to the 
whole war effort.’ She added that “The problem 
of reinforcement is a complicated one, but I hope 
Canadians will find the right solution.” 

With the exception of gravelling in certain areas 
and completion of bridge building which was be- 
gun this year, Alberta’s $1,500,000 road program for 
1944 is completed, according to Hon. W. A. Fallow, 
minister of public works.

More Beef Wanted 


Britain wants 50,000,000 pounds of 
Canadian beef this year and the same 
amount next year, as a minimum. It will 
take 112,000,000 pounds this year and 
134,000,000 pounds next year if so much 
can be supplied. 

This assurance of an export demand 
even larger than is likely to be met is par- 
ticularly good news for Alberta farmers 
and ranchers. They know now that the feed 
crops they grow next summer ean be turn- 
ed to account in producing beef practically 
without limit, as well as pork. 

But there is something more involved 
than a chance to make money in meeting 
this demand. In making the announcement 
to the House of Commons, the British min- 
ister of food said beef supplies from Can- 
ada are “essential to the maintenance of 
the United Kingdom's meat rations.” 

This is much if not quite the same as 
saying that unless Canada supplies at least 
the minimum amounts arranged for peo- 
ple in Britain will have to get along with 
even less meat than they now get. To help 
provide these supplies will therefore be 
helping to keep Britain in fighting trim, for 
there apparently is no other source from 
which the needed beef could be drawn,

Balanced Diets 


A most interesting report has been 
issued by the British Ministry of Health 
with regard to the vital statistics of chil- 
dren in the United Kingdom. 

The astonishing fact is that in spite of 
food shortages and the ravages of total 
war, the mortality rate among infants has 
materially decreased, Here is the published 
table: 


1943 1942 1938 
Infant mortality per 1,000 live 
births . 490 506 528 
Maternal mortality per 1,000 
total births 230 247 2.97 
Neonatal mortality (deaths in 
first month) per 1,000 births 253 321 283 
Stillbirths per 1,000 births ~ 
total births 30.0 33.0 380 
Deaths of children from 1 to 5 
years old per 1,000 living .

The point to be noted is that these im- 
provements are attributed largely to diet. 
That is to say, the food shortage has 
forced the authorities to study infant diet 
intensively and to work out balanced diets 
which were enforced, to all intents and 
purposes, through the rationing system. 

If a country can make such strides 
forward in times of war, it is clear that a 
great deal more can be done to improve na- 
tional health in times of peace. 

This is an excellent example of first 
class administration.

All Along the Line 


Along the four hundred mile front from 
Holland to Switzerland six Allied armies 
have gone on the attack, in what corre- 
spondents believe to be the starting of an 
all-out offensive. If this opinion is cor- 
rect, it means that the hardships of a 
winter campaign are considered to be less 
costly in the long run than to allow the 
enemy four or five months of stalemate in 
which to strengthen his defences and pile 
up reserves of munitions. 

This frontal attack all along the line 
was the alternative which remained when 
the attempt failed to outflank the Sieg- 
fried fortifications b 4 rush through Hol- 
land on the heels of -he German retreat 
from France, Against the advantage which 
the enemy holds in defending an elaborate 
system of long-prepared defence positions, 
the Allies have superiority in numbers, it 
is said in the ratio of three to one. Their 
equipment, too, if of the best, and no 
doubt they have plenty of it. 

Not less important, the Allied air forces 
have almost undisputed control of the 
skies. That they intend to use this ad- 
vantage to the full was shown when 3,500 
bombers showered 11,000 tons of bombs on 
the Aachen area alone before the infantry 
advanced, This was the heaviest air- 
bombardment ever launched in advance of 
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an attack by ground troops. Six-ton 
“eathquakes” wrecked the Tirpitz; perhaps 
they can do the same to the fortresses 
along the West Wall.

The British Government has announced 
its position to be that only those countries 
which directly help to win the war should 
bé allowed to take places in the peace con- 
ference, That would bar all neutral states; 
and also states which are nominal members 
of the United Nations but which are not 
doing anything actually and actively to 
help destroy the Axis. 

Both these groups have chosen to play 
a disinterested role while their national 
rights, and those of all countries, are being 
decided on battle-fields. There is no appar- 
ent reason why they should not be told to 
continue that role while sentence is being 
imposed upon the aggressors and measures 
taken to prevent a recurrence of the as- 
sault upon those rights. 

In the cases of some of the professed 
neutrals there is a positive reason why they 
should be excluded, for these are only non- 
belligerent sympathizers with Axis aims. 
The position of the non-participating 
members of the United Nations is not much 
better. They evidently do not value their 
rights enough to fight for them, or are 
playing the shyster game of letting others 
do their fighting for them. 

Neither of these groups is showing any 
deep concern in the cause for which the 
active Alllies are fighting. They are stand- 
ing aloof, saving their men, their property 
and their money—and some waxing pros- 
perous at the expense of the countries 
which are paying the cost of the war in 
blood and treasure. 

It will be strange if the fighting Allies 
do not unanimously agree with the British 
proposal that the bystanders be left to 
stand by while terms are being drafted to 
end this war and prevent another,

The American position that con- 
trol of aviation to preserve peace 
should be included in a world 
security agreement not an interna- 
tional aviation agreement, has a 
powerful argument on its side. It 
is that most of the world’s aviation 
is not international but domestic, 
and no country will stand for con- 
trol of its domestic aviation by an 
outside agency. The logical impasse 
of Mr. Berle’s position, however, is 
that whether it is done through an 


aviation agreement, a security 
agreement, or some disarmament 
instrument, there will be no feel- 


ing of security in the world unless 
various nations accept sufficient 
control over their air to 
assure others that secret aerial arm- 
ing is not going on. 

Yet it is true that public carriers

flying. There will be in addition, 
military air forces of the victorious 
power, and there will be domestic 
public carriers, and non-commer- 
cial airplanes. In the past 90 per 
cent. of all U.S passenger air traf- 
fic was domestic. Virtually all of 
Russia's air transport was domestic. 
Almost all of Canada’s was. But 
the figures were different for Eur- 
opean countries. In 1937, United 
Kingdom air lines flew 80 per cent, 
of their mileage outside their coun- 
try. This accounts for the differ- 
ence of viewpoint. 

The case irrefutable that an 
instrument covering international 
aviation alone is not sufficient basis 
for aerial disarmament. Yet the

Is Spinach Popularity Waning? 


Science Now Threatens 
Its Long Reign as Prince 
Of Vegetables 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 


After twenty-four centuries 
spinach is being attacked as a fake, 
a fluke. Through the ages it sat on 
golden plates, flavored the pauper’s 
pottage and set a respectful human- 
ity’s teeth on edge. This ancient, 
Persian vegetable actually rose te a 
prestige contested only by children 
and humorists. But today science} 
has dared to stare at spinach by 
the cruel light of the bunsen burn- 
er—and spinach may be toppling 
from its dais. 


Until just recently spinach was 
a panacea revered by all—or 
nearly all. It was said to contain 
roughage for the stomach, iron for 
the bfood and calcium for the 
bones. Theoretically it ran the 
gamut of vitamins, It was even 
bruited about in Spartan circles 
that one could function admirably 
on a diet restricted to spinach and 
milk 

This adulation turned into a nerv- 
ous mutter recently when Dr, Henry 
C. Sherman, nutritional chem- | 
ist, issued a shattering statement 
that spinach was not only a useless 
but a potentially harmful 


one 

There's lots of oxalic acid in 
spinach,” Dr. Sherman explained in 
his Columbia University laboratory 
You eat spinach largely for 
calcium, but the oxalic acid forms 
an insoluble compound with that 
calcium and the body doesn't get 
any. There are even times when} 
the oxalic acid in certain types of | 
robs the body of its own! 


"“Oxali acid,” Ly Sherman 
pointed out tulerately, “int seally’ 


a violent poison. I don't believe, 
people are usually murdered wiih 
it. But it is certainly more valu- 
able as a stain remover than as 
food. People can eat other green 
vegetables: cabbage, kale, lettuce, 
broccoli, turnip greens, cauliflower| 
and brussels sprouts”, rattled off 
Dr. Sherman, | 

This blast at the goodly potherb 
climaxing a ten-year series of anti- 
spinach outbursts, has brougit a 
defensive retort from a well-known 
New York pediatrician, “Nutrition- 
ists,” he declared, “are always ex-| 
perimenting on rabbits and trying 
to foist their findings onto people 
But this is a little late for such 
disclosures about spinach. Custom 
has proved its wholesomeness 
People have eaten it for genera- 
tions—and survived!”

To all veterans of tle pres- 
ent war obtaining discharge 
after lengthy service in the 
forces goes this serious ad- 
vice: 

“Get a ae just as quickly 
as you can. Get a job that will 
hold your interest all the time 
if possible but get a job and 
get it quickly.” 

That's the advice 28-year-old 
Kenneth Prvor, of 11635 97 street, 
who served nearly four years 
with the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, gives to all his comrades 
in the service who are about to 
be discharged. 


Pryor, 
the air force on Oct last be- 
cause of a severe injury suffered 
overseas, lost no time in starting to 
practice what he preaches. 


NOW A CONSTABLE 

He is now a probationary con- 
stable on the Edmonton City Police 
force and the former airman feels 
certain he has found the cnswer to 
the restlessness faced by all service 
personnel during the early stages 
of their battle of readjustment. 

“Getting to work in a-hurry at 
something that interests you is 
the way to beat restlessness and 
it will also overcome that gnaw- 
ing loneliness, that yearning to be 
back with the boys that just 
about kills you for the first few 
weeks after discharge,’ Pryor 
said. 

There's one thing about a police- 
man's job that is made to order for 
a fellow coming out of the service. 
Pryor explained it. 

“When I first came home I used 
to walk the floor, back and forth 
like all the other fellows do when 
they first come out. Now I walk 
from 20 to 22 miles per shift on the 
police force. Well that takes care 
of your restlessness. I never 
thought a guy could walk so far in 
one day without pegging out I 
sure don't feel like pacing the floor 
after I finish a shift.

Your Baby 
And Mine

It Isn't pleasant to bathe the baby | 
in a cold room and mothers do feel

Continued from Page Eleven 
a majority of whom served in the 
First Great War, are really grand 
They help you all they can and it 
seems to make no difference that 
you are a newcomer,” Pyror said, 
Chief Constable Reg Jennings, | 
Staff Inspector Alex Riddle and 
many others on thc force served 
in the last war. They are very 
understanding to a newcomer 
who has served in the armed 
forces, | 
“IT never knew that a policeman | 
had so much to do and so much | 
that is interesting,” Pryor said. | 
Pryor, who was a corporal at the 
time of discharge was a member of | 
that great, largely unpublicized but | 
none the less vital body of men | 
forming the ground crews for the 
RCAF overseas. 


WITH AUTO FIRM 


Working with an automobile firm 
here before the war Pryor enlisted 
for ground crew duties on Dec, 21, 
1940. After training in Canada he 
went overseas in December, 1941 | 
and saw service with several of the 
most renowned of Canadian heavy 
bomber squadrons, including the | 
famed Moose squadron, 

He worked in turn on Stirlings, 
Wellingtons, Halifaxes and Lan- | 
casters, 

It is @ matter of particular pride 
to Ex-Cpl, Pryor that he worked 
on the “Ruhr Express”, first Can- 
adian-built Lancaster to “lay 
eggs” on the German Reich. 

Of the grim period of “sweating | 
it out” that all ground crew person- 
nel go through when their ships are | 
off on a raid, Pryor has vivid and | 
many painful memories 
STAY UP LATE 


“We stay up all night until our | 
ships come back when the squadron | 
is off on a mission. Each ship has 
its little crew of engine mechanics 
and riggers and each ground crew 
believes it has the best ship and air 
crew in the world. The air crew in 
turn boasts unfailingly that it has | 
the best ground crew in the world 
The relations between ground and | 
air crews are very warm and close,” 
he explained. 

Pryor will never forget the night 
“C for Charlie” zoomed away in the 
murky night from an English base 
and never returned. | 

“We waited and waited until 
night faded into daylight but ‘C 
for Charlie’ never came back. It 
was grim for the ground crew be- 
cause we were so close to the air 
crew.” yee | 
Later Pryor ‘:eard that the flight 
engineer on the bomber had escap- 
ed from Germany 
REUNION IN OTTAWA 
Months later in Ottawa, 
bumped into the engineer. 
a touching reunion, 

lhe Edmonton policeman cannot 
remember the fellow’s name. He 
told Pryor what had happened 

As the plane approached the tar- | 
get it met with a terrific hai! of 
flak and one motor was knocked 
out. But the crew made the target 
run, dropped the bombs and head- 
ed back toward home. Everything 
might have gone all right even on 
three motors had it not been for a 
Nazi night fighter. With a crash 
inevitable after repeated attacks 
from the night fighter had riddled 
the bomber, the crew baled out in 
the darkness over German terri- 
tory. 

The rear gunner was killed in 
the air battle but the others bail- | 
ed out and the flight engineer | 
landed safely. Later he escaped | 
from Germany and made his way 
back to Britain and thence to | 
Canada, 

“It's a terrible feeling when your 
ship don't come back,” Pryor said, 
adding that every ground crew man 
is haunted by the fear that some- 
thing went wrong with the plane 
that might have been prevented, Of 
course this rarely ever is the case 
but the dread still clings to mem 
bers of the ground crew when their 
ship doesn’t return, 

“Pryor’s new Job appeals to him 
1 like being in uniform,” he said 
Discipline is something else that he 
really likes. “I always found it easy
